By the above amendments to the claims, the Applicants have canceled Claims 9 and 28. ;,-

2002/0061005 to Lee, et al. (hereinafter "Lee"). 

By the above amendments to the claims, the Applicants have canceled Claims 9, 22 and 28- 
3 1 . Accordingly, the Applicants respectfully request that the § 103 rejection of Claims 22 and 28-3 1

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III. ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER

Claims 3-5 and 8 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. As suggested, the Applicants have rewritten Claim 3 in independent form 
including all of the limitations of base Claim 28 and respectfully request that the objection to Claims
